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EXHIBIT MASTERPIECES IN ART 


Beautiful Fabrics and Embroideries from Andover Homes 
Make Interesting Display — Beautiful Tableaux 
Represent Famous Paintings 


The number of really beautiful tapestries, 
roideries and rugs owned by persons in 
Andover was a revelation to those who 
visited the November clubhouse on the 
invitation of the Art Department on Wed- 
nesday afternoon. In addition to the in- 
teresting exhibition of fabrics, embroideries 
and prints which completely covered the 
walls of the main auditorium there was an 
exhibition representing the less serious side 
of art which afforded diversion in the di- 
rectors’ room, and a series of beautiful 
tableaux followed by afternoon tea which 
made of the whole a pleasant social occasion. 


Guests were received by Mrs. Eben A. 
Baldwin and Mrs. Horace H. Tyer after 
which an inspection was made of the treasures 
collected from Andover homes. This in- 
cluded some interesting examples of chair 
seats in petit point, some of which were 
collected by a member of the Art Depart- 
mentwhich on a recent visit to the chateau 
district in France, while others were created 
by the skillful fingers of Andover women; a 
jece of embroidery from the Island of 
Rhodes which is more than two hundred 
years old; curtains in chain embroidery from 
Turkey; a beautiful spread in Chinese filet 
from China; the old hardanger work con- 
trasted with an example of modern hard- 
anger; cut-work done by a Greek woman 
now a local resident; an example of old- 
fashioned quilting; @ runner woven in a 
Greek handloom; an Assyrian bedspread; 
Norwegian tapestries both ancient and 
modern; a Bokara rug in soft colors and 
many other articles. A collection of Jap- 
anese prints sold for the benefit of the 
sufferers in the Tokyo earthquake was in 
charge of Miss Delight W. Hall. 

Especially interesting was an undersleeve 
of net and lace which belonged to the wife of 
Abraham Lincoln, and on the table where 
this was shown were delicate laces and a 
Spanish shawl, whos 
The exhibition of “famous paintings” was 
in charge of Miss Jane Carpenter and pro- 
vided “forty laughs” for those who gave it 
their attention. The “View of Haggett’s 
Pond” was especially pleasing because of its 
local interest, while others especially satis- 
fying were the “Light of Other Days,” 
"Beautiful Spring” and “The Four Sea- 
sons,”” 

At four o’clock the spectators were 
treated to three beautiful tableaux arranged 
by Miss Alice Jenkins, Mrs. G. M. R. 
Holmes, and Mrs. Charles W. Henry. The 
first was “Portrait of Raphael” by himself, 
Mrs, Charles W. Henry; the second, ‘‘ Duch- 
ess of Alba” by Zuloaga, Miss Louisa 
Eaton; and the third, ‘The Pot of Basil” by 
Alexander, Mrs. Harry Tyer.

HOW TO USE A TELEPHONE 


Telephone Company Gives Interesting 
Demonstration Under Auspices of 
Chamber of Commerce 


An instructive and entertaining demon- 
stration of the working of the telephone 
system was given by employees of the New 
England Telephone and ‘Telegraph company 
under the auspices of the Andover Chamber 
of Commerce in the ‘Town hall Jast Friday 
evening. 

Horace M. Poynter, president of the 

Chamber of Commerce, opened the meeting 
and introduced R. D. Fuller, the district 
manager of the telephone company. Moving 
pictures give a brief history of the develop- 
ment of the telephone from its simple be- 
ginnings to the complicated system which 
now connects its subscribers in all parts of 
the world, 
The assembling of the 229 pieces of the 
little instrument used by individual sub- 
scribers made as amusing a picture as many 
of the comics seen at the movies. 

Switchboards with their usual equipment 
of cords, lights, and other paraphernalia 
installed upon the stage gave the operators a 
chance to show how both local and toll calls 
are put through. ‘The demonstration was 
dramatized by those who took part, the little 
comedy of imaginary conversations showing 
the errors made by subscribers which prevent 
the maximum of efficiency in the service. 

‘Lhose who took part in the demonstration 
were Mrs. Marjorie Mowr of Lowell who 
acted as the local operator and Miss Laurie 
and Miss Ackroyd who acted as toll opera- 
tors. Miss McNabb took the part of an 
out-of-town operator and Mr. Corcoran and 
Miss Kohn took the part of subscribers. 

About one hundred persons were present 
at the demonstration.

The motion for the purchase of a new 
motor pump was killed after only a short 
discussion. 

The question of the reconstruction of 
North Main street was left in the hands of 
the selectmen, since the cooperation of the 
State and the County cannot be hoped for 
during the coming year. 

The matter of establishing a town plan- 
ning board was presented at some length by 
Dr. Abbott and his motion for the establish- 
ment of such a board as well as the names of 
five men to constitute such a board as pro- 
posed by him were accepted. 

It was voted to have a survey of the town 
made and maps drawn for use in the assessors’ 
department, to purchase new scales to be 
placed in the rear of the Town house, and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to employ 
an inspector of wires, and the necessary sums 
of money were appropriated. It was also 
voted to accept Stonehedge street as a town 
way. 

The meeting was called to order at 1.35 
and adjourned at 6.05. Dr. Alfred E. 
Stearns acted for the second time as moder- 
ator and evidently found the meeting quite 
as turbulent as that of last year, good- 
naturedly accepting correction when errors 
in procedure were called to his attention. 
Seated on the platform with him were ‘lown 
Clerk George A. Higgins and Selectmen 
Frank H. Hardy and Andrew McTernen, 
Selectman Charles Bowman being confined 
to his home by illness. The advocate of 
economy, George B. Frost was also con- 
spicuous by his absence, he too being con- 

ined to his hume bv illness. John Tray- 
nor furnished the usual clement of comedy. 


The Meeting 

The meeting was called to order at 
1.35 p.m., with Moderator Alfred E. Stearns 
presiding. ‘The results of the election held 
on Monday, March 2, were read by the 
moderator. 

Under Article 2, John C. Angus was re- 
appointed trustee of the Cornell fund. 

he first speaker was Henry A, Bodwell, 
chairman of the finance committee. 

Henry A. Bodwell: I would like to call 
attention at this time, to the work of the 
Finance Committee. We should do all we 
can to keep down expenses, for we are bound 
to have higher taxes. We all want to con- 
sider when making the appropriations for the 
things asked for, ataiber we really need 
them, or the town needs them, or whether it 
is simply that some of us want them. 
We realize that the increase in valuation will 
be very small from now on, in fact there may 
be some decrease, so I would like to call 
attention to that fact before we start. 


Article 3. — To determine what sums of money 
shall be appropriated for Almshouse Expenses, 
Relief out of Almshouse, Aiding Mothers with 
Dependent Children, Board of Health, Brush 
Fires, Fire Department, Hay Scales, Highway 
Department, Insurance, Interest, Memorial Hall

Philip L. Hardy: Since the time we have 
talked these matters over with the Finance 
Committee, we have spent a large amount of 
money for the removing of snow. If the

that the sum of $100,000 be appropriated. 

John Traynor: I would like to know where 
they spent the $20,000. 

P, L. Hardy: It was spent on nearly every 
highway in the town, the largest part being 
in the immediate vicinity of the Square. 
I might say that we have sonfe figures here 
which show the way the money was spent.

The 
Selectmen ought to know this and take away 
those men that are just standing around 
watching those two cold cement posts. 
Andover is a great old place to me and it 
doesn’t seem fair to have nine or ten police- 
men in Andover when we only have a popu- 
lation of 8500. It don’t seem fair to the com- 
munity, and every man ought to respect the 
police officers; gentlemen, you ought to give 
them a day off out of the seven.

Michael W. Dwyer: As a matter of in- 
formation for the whole house, I would like 
to know what rate the Town of Andover is 
payin; t kilowatt hour. 

Wane” H. Coleman: Mr. Moderator, I 

cannot tell the rate per kilowatt hour, but I 
can tell the gentleman that the lights are 
60 candle power, the majority of them, some 
of them 250; 425 lights burn 2500 hours a 
year. He can easily figure that out for him- 
self. (Laughter) 
__ Mr. Dwyer: I would like to ask the Light- 
ing Committee if it would not be a good 
investment to put another unit at your 
Rabie station, and furnish your own 
ights. I have here a list of prices from 
another small town with the same condition 
as you have here, furnishing electric lights 
for three cents per kilowatt hour. You have 
electric boilers, an engine out there, and still 
you are paying for electric current to do part 
of your pumping. If the tax-payers are 
willing to assume extra expense, in the name 
of all business economics, put that money 
out where it will come back at least as big as 
it goes out, and not come back smaller. 
Why is it that everybody seems to be think- 
ing of something nice, but you have to pay 
for it out of your pocket. You have to pay 
$30,000.00 wit you might as well throw it 
down in the Merrimack river. It would 
build a nice plant for the Town of Andover. 
The Town of Peabody put in their own 
electric plant; and got their street lights free, 
and had $1300.00 cash in the treasury. The 
General Electric Co. was charging them for 
high voltage. The Town of Peabody put 
$80,000.00 into the treasury last year, and 
all they have is three men, each working 
eight hours a day. Now why can’t you go to 
work and put your money where it will come 
back to you. Every woman who has an 
electric iron or a gas stove, and has an electric 
bill which is costing her $8.00 for light and 
gas in the house, could cut that down two- 
third if you would consider this. 

Frank McBride: I rise to a point of order. 
We are not here to discuss our family affairs, 
we are here to discuss town affairs. 

Thomas E. Rhodes: This year there has 
been a great deal of east because our 
lights go out at night. They should be on all 
night. I should like to call on the chairman 
of the committee to give us what would be 
the added cost to run the lights all night — 
from dark — till light in the morning. 

Mr, Coleman: The cost of running the 
lights all night would be $17300.00. 

Mr. Rhodes: In my opinion, I think it 
would be well spent. Of course in the days 
gone by when we had horses, and there 
wasn’t much travel, and in those days there 
wasn’t so much night travel, we didn’t need 
the lights. Now there is travel all night long 
on Main street and Elm street and we should 
think that this was the time to see whether 
the voters wished to have the all-night 
schedule or not.

When Main street was built, it was the desire 
of the Board of Public Works to build the 
following year, granolithic walks on Main 
street on both sides. We think we can get a 
better price on a $12,000.00 job than we can 
ona $6,000.00 job. For the sake of $6,000.00 
it does not seem advisable to cut the thing in 
two. I hope the amendment does not go 
through. 


cement road, the intention was to build 
granolithic sidewalks on both sides of Main 
street. The job is more or less incomplete. 
The town decided last year that we could get 
along with the sidewalks we had, for the time 
being. Now, our committee, in considering 
this thing, has recommended that the town 
should take action on improving the side- 
walks of the town. Now is the time to regu- 
late the tax-rate for the coming year. We 
could put $6,000.00 on this, this year, and 
spend $6,000.00 more next year, and com- 
plete it. 

Mr. Rhodes: Next year we will not be 
able to do it for the same price. 

Mr. Dwyer: It seems as if we could very 
well dispense with even the $6,000.00 on 
Main street, on the South end and put the 
$6,000.00 on the North end of Main street. 
Now I think it would be well worth while to 
spend a little of this money and put side- 
walks where there is none whatsoever. We 
have a street leading to the High School 
grounds that has no cement sidewalk on it, 
but now trucks are allowed to go on this 
street. Why not put sidewalks where the 
children need them, and gradually fix it up 
to the Hill. 

Rev. J. Edgar Folk: If we are going to 
build the sidewalk on the Main street, I 
understand the town is to pay the entire 
cost. If we accept the streets agreed in the 
warrant, in Shawsheen, we are going to have 
some very fine sidewalks at the entire cost of 
the abutters. Does that mean that the 
abutters are to pay part of the expenses? 

Mr. Rhodes: The expenses will be borne 
by the town, Under the Betterment Act the 
abutters shall pay half the cost. 

Dr. Nathaniel Stowers: If there isn’t any 
settled policy regarding the handling of these 
sidewalks, | want to make an amendment to 
the motion that the Board of Public Works 
make a restudy of the matter of our side- 
walks and report at our next annual town 
meeting some settled policy regarding the 
construction of the same. 

Moderator: I don’t think that it is pos- 
sible to make that as an amendment to the 
motion, 

Barnett Rogers: I would like to ask the 
Board of Public Works if this does not come 
under the Betterment Act. 

Mr. Rhodes: I will explain. 

Mr. Rogers: If you want to explain your- 
self, turn this way. (Laughter) 

Mr. Rhodes: In a case where they are 
permanent sidewalks I think the town 
should keep them in repair. 


Mr. Bodwell: After the town built the’ 


Mr. Rogers: There is no sidewalk on 
Whittier street. I think that should come 
under the Betterment Act. 

Mr. Rhodes: The town shall keep it in 
repair and maintain it up to the standard. 
If the Board of Public Works themselves 
petition for a different kind of a sidewalk it 
might be ible to assess them for the half, 
but in this’ case here, we have assumed that 
they have already paid half. The town is to 
maintain it up to the standard, so it seems to 
me in this case, here, it is a little different. 

Mr. Rogers: I move to have it stricken 
from the warrant. 

(The vote was questioned and by a stand- 
ing vote of 161-61 the article was indefinitely 
postponed.) 

Dr. Stowers: I would like to make a 
motion about adopting a definite policy for 
constructing sidewalks. 

Moderator: It wouldn’t be possible to 
take up the matter now unless the town votes 
to change the order of the articles as they 
appear in the warrant. 

Yr. Stowers: It has been my experience 
at town meeting that the majority leave just 
as soon as the articles in the warrant have 
been voted on. If we wait for the article on 
other business there will be only a handful to 
vote on it. 

Voice: What is that article? 

Moderator: I'll show you when we come 
to it. 

Dr. Stowers: Mr. Moderator, will you 
remind me when we come to it? 

Moderator: I will try to. You remind me 
also. 

Article 5. — To see if the Town will vote to re- 
consider its action taken at last year’s town meeting 
whereby it was voted that no further extensions of 
water mains be made unless a return in water rates 
shall guarantee a return of not less than 4% on the 
cost of such extensions. 

Mr. Bodwell: I ask that we give this care- 
ful consideration. A number of years ago 
the town put a specified rate on water ex- 
tentions. I move that this be referred to a 
committee of five citizens to be appointed by 
the Moderator, to investigate this and report 
at the next town meeting. Last year we said 
that we would not put in water extensions 
unless the return in the water rates was at 
least 4 percent. It seems we should have 
some different water rate on extension. In 
some cases it would be good policy to put in 
water extensions where the sums in water 
rates would be less than 4 per cent. It seems 
to our committee that this should be very 
carefully considered by some committee who 
would fook into the matter, including the 
increase in valuation of land which is ap- 
proved for the extension of the water system. 

Mr. Rhodes: Is that motion in order? 
This article is the reconsideration of some- 
thing which was done at our last town 
meeting. The motion is a little pene 

Moderator: You are right, Mr. Rhodes. 

Moderator: You move that the article be 
adopted? 

Mr. Rhodes: To make the motion I want 
to give my reason. If you will allow me. 

Moderator: Just a minute, we are going to 
get that motion, that we rescind that motion 
of last meeting, whereby it was decided on 
the 4%. 

(Lhe motion is made) 

Mr. Rhodes: Last year they did not have 
a chance to consider it. It was done on the 
last moment of the meeting. There wasn’t 
very many here to decide on it. The Town 
of Andover didn’t have a chance to consider 
that question, whether they should charge a 
4% minimum, therefore, we want this thing 
considered by the majority of the voters here 
present, and not when the majority is gone. 
During the year 1925 the Board of Public 
Works has spent money contrary to that 
vote, because the Board of Public Works 
either forgot, or they never knew that the 
vote existed. When this matter came up, 
and our chairman had gone to the Finance 
Committee, he informed us that this vote 
did exist. Therefore, we thought that you 
ought to consider it. Why should you re- 
consider it? Because it means a stop of 
water extension in the Town of Andover; it 
means $10.00 for every 100 feet of pipe you 
lay. Another thing to consider is the great 
cost of water construction today. The 
Board of Public Works in 1924 had made a 
survey of the water system of Andover and 
the probable places of extension, and the 
Board of Public Works thinks it is a good 
policy to extend the system along the lines 
most needed. We think we are entitled to it 
for fire protection. I hope you will all vote 
and reconsider this matter. I would like to 
have every man and particularly every 
woman in this audience very carefully vote 
on this reconsideration, because we want it 
reconsidered. Water to 35 families, 54school 
children in those 35 families. Are you going 
to compel them to give you 4%? I believe 
in a square deal. I don’t think it is proper; I 
don’t think there is a bit of justice. Pay 
4% when the entire return on the system is 
3%! Last year after you changed from low 
to high pressure, you have still got 2 1-3% 
net profit on the entire valuation. Just think 
ofthat. The year before you had 3144 % but 
ast year you had a lot of changing from low 
to high pressure without increasing your 
meter. It is not fair to shut off improvement 
and shut water off on people who need it and 
say, ‘You must pay 4%.” If it is fair to 
pay 4%, I am ready to receive my refund. 

Mr. Traynor: It is unjust. We need the 
water for these people. The Board of 
Public Works shouldn’t get any more power. 
Not with those conditions. You couldn’t 
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get a civil answer from the Superintendent if 
you called him up, What I say is don’t give 
them any money. Discharge that Board of 
Public Works. 

Mr. Rhodes: You re-elected one of the 
members a week ago. 

Moderator: I understand that by this 
motion the 4% proposition is eliminated. 

Mr. Rhodes: That is the way I under- 
stood it. 

Moderator: It means that to eliminate

I just 
want to show what was done in the past. Oh, 
you don’t want to hear about the Memorial? 

Edward V. French: I don’t know that I 
want to say anything about that either. I 
don’t think our friends, The Board of Public 
Works, need to feel insulted at the motion and 
the real fact is that the extension of the 
water mains involves a certain number of 
questions, some of which are quite outside 
the ordinary work which the Board of Public 
Works is called upon to do. The matter 
voted last year was for various extensions for 
connecting lines and improving the system. 
The question of extending water mains in- 
volves the question of development of the 
town. In many communities, the 4% has 
been a general rule and I think it has worked 
with fairness, and the best way to cover that 
matter is to appoint a committee according 
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of the most satisfactory town meetings. It 
was satisfactory because almost 100% of 
those present were able to follow the sug- 
gestions of the Finance Committee. I cannot 
say that this year. The Board of Public 
Works has been elected by us, and I cannot 
understand how we can ever expect to have 
any good service if we go into committee 
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forms of government. I don’t know of any MAPLE hone 
group of men who know more about the ie AYE: F = 
extending of the water system than the 

Board of Public Works. We have elected Telephone Connection 


them and we are responsible. The only way 
we can have confidence in them is to give 
them a chance. This committee ought not 
to be appointed. 


Mr. Bodwell: The Finance Committee 
does not intend to insult the Board of Public 
Works. 

Mr. Traynor: Please have him speak a 
little louder. 

Mr. Bodwell: We have a reason for asking 
for a committee on this question concerning 
the water mains. Some members of the 
Board of Public Works should be appointed 
to consider this thing, not only in the matter 
of development, but also in the means by 
which it shall be paid for. If a man has a 
tract of land he should be willing to pay a 
tax on an increased valuation if his property 
is improved by town water. I wish to cor- 
rect the impression that we wish to insult the 
Board of Public Works.

Special Town Meeting Proposed 
March 10, 1926 


To the Andover ‘Townsman, 


As a citizen interested in the town of 
Andover, without meaning in any way to 
reflect on the wisdom or ability of the present 
or past War Memorial Committee, I would 
like to suggest through your columns that 
a special town meeting be held to consider 
the question of a suitable War Memorial for 
Andover. 


In the last few years we have had several 
War Memorial Committees, all made up of 
able men; we have spent several thousand 
dollars; and we have been asked to pass on 
various propositions. But so far no Com- 
mittee has been able to present an acceptable 
plan and nothing has been done. This year 
the Committee asks for another thousand 
dollars to be used for hiring an architect to 
suggest and draw up plans for our Memorial. 
As I understand it the Committee has no 
varticular idea for the architect to work on; 
ne is to give us both the idea and the plan. 
Now we have very little assurance that any 
one, or even two, plans conceived and ex- 
ecuted in such a way will please the citizens 
of this town. In fact, history leads us to 
believe the opposite would be the case. And 
furthermore the architect would have ab- 
solutely no idea as to how costly or meagre a 
sroject he was to prepare and so would be 
1andicapped at the start. 

Tam told that the cry in the past has been, 
“There is no hurry. Let’s take our time and 
get what we want.” But in talking with 
many people the last few weeks I have been 
struck by the unanimity of opinion that we 
are delaying too long, — that the time has 
come for some definite action. 

I know that many people think the Legion 
should adopt and present some concrete sug- 
gestion. But I understand that many 
legionnaires feel it would be presumptive 
and in bad taste for them to suggest a 
memorial to themselves. This reticence is 
certainly commendable, —I am_ surprised 
that the legionnaires have not despaired and 
banded together to give the ship a steer 
before this. 

Now it seems to me that a Special Town 
Meeting, attended by War Memorial Com- 
mittee, Legion, and Citizens, and devoted 
exclusively to consideration of a suitable 
War Memorial could come to a definite 
decision and end this impasse which con- 
fronts us. Let us all get together, — Com- 
mittee, Legion and Citizens. Let us have 
some definite and concrete suggestions from 
the Legion as well as from others. I realize 
that at the start there may be great confusion 
of ideas, But, what of it? Let us thresh it 
out. Let us give up a few hours of our time 
for the consideration of a fitting memorial 
to those who gave up all of life for us. 

Let us decide on one or more concrete 
propositions and then instruct the War 
Memorial Committee to spend that thousand 
dollars on plans and specifications for those 
propositions. Then at the next Annual Town 
Meeting we can consider something definite, 
and we can adopt something definite. And 
whatever we adopt will be a suggestion from 
the town itself, and not a hired idea.

Buddhists Put Up Problem 


in Government. 


To most people it would appear, ac- 
cording to a Bombay paper, very nat- 
ural that the famous temple of Budh 
Gaya, the most sacred spot in all the 
world to the Buddhist, should be un- 
der their control. 

But it is not, and in recent years 
the Buddhist community has been car- 
rying on an agitation which has for 
its object the persuading of the gov- 
ernment to give them the right to man- 
age the temple In the interests of their 
faith. 

Is there, in India, any temple which 
has associations with so many faiths 
as this beautiful structure in Gaya? 
The original building, not the present 
one, for this is of a comparatively 
modern period, was built over the 
place made sacred by the great teach- 
er Buddha, who here received that en- 
lightenment which was the basis of 
his future teaching, and today Bud- 
dhists come from all parts of the world 
to pay their homage at this shrine. 
There is something very impressive in 
the sight of some pious Buddhist who 
has made a journey of thousands of 
miles, along difficult roads, to rest 
his eyes on this sacred spot, every 
inch of which has been honored by the 
presence of the Buddha. 

But what is found when one passes 
inside the temple of Buddha? Here is 
an image, but strange to say, It bears 
the “trident” mark, the emblem of 
Vishnu, and even more strange, the 
rites are performed by a Brahmin. 
Could anything be more incongruous? 
The pious Buddhist pilgrim places rev- 
erently his pieces of gold leaf on the 
sacred image of his Lord, but he must 
pay in his gift to the Brahmin priest 
who officlates. Nor is this all, for It 
is found that the Mahant or guardian 
of the Buddhist “Holy of Hollies” is a 
Mohammedan, and he can easily 
show his right to the post. 

How? By reference to a sanad 
granted to him by a “Christian” gov- 
ernment. Thus, these four faiths are 
associated in this central shrine of 
Buddhisin, and it is not surprising that 
Buddhists resent the ownership being 
in the hands of others. The British 
government will doubtless give due con- 
sideration to the petitions which have 
been sent by representative Buddhist 
bodies.—Montreal Family Herald.

Unearthed in Wyoming 


Chicago.—Six million years ago, 
parts of the United States were in- 
habited by camels.

The skull, limb bones and neck of

To the Andover ‘lownsman, 


As a citizen interested in the town of 
Andover, without meaning in any way to 
reflect on the wisdom or ability of the present 
or past War Memorial Committee, I would 
like to suggest through your columns that 
a special town meeting be held to consider 
the question of a suitable War Memorial for 
Andover. 


able men; we have spent several thousand 
dollars; and we have been asked to pass on 


dollars to be used for hiring an architect to 
suggest and draw up plans for our Memorial. 
As I understand it the Committee has no 
yarticular idea for the architect to work on; 
ne is to give us both the idea and the plan. 
Now we have very little assurance that any 
one, or even two, plans conceived and ex- 
ecuted in such a way will please the citizens 
of this town. In fact, history leads us to 
believe the opposite would be the case. And 
furthermore the architect would have ab- 
solutely no idea as to how costly or meagre a 
peice he was to prepare and so would be 
1andicapped at the start. 

Tam told that the cry in the past has been, 
“There is no hurry. Let’s take our time and 
get what we want.” But in talking with 
many people the last few weeks I have been 
struck by the unanimity of opinion that we 
are delaying too long, — that the time has 
come for some definite action. 

I know that many people think the Legion 
should adopt and present some concrete sug- 
gestion. But I understand that many 
legionnaires feel it would be presumptive 
and in bad taste for them to suggest a 
memorial to themselves. This reticence is 
certainly commendable, —I am_ surprised 
that the legionnaires have not despaired and 
banded together to give the ship a steer 
before this. 

Now it seems to me that a Special Town 
Meeting, attended by War Memorial Com- 
mittee, Legion, and Citizens, and devoted 
exclusively to consideration of a suitable 
War Memorial could come to a definite 
decision and end this impasse which con- 
fronts us. Let us all get together, — Com- 
mittee, Legion and Citizens. Let us have 


of ideas. But, what of it? Let us thresh it 
out. Let us give up a few hours of our time 
for the consideration of a fitting memorial 
to those who gave up all of life for us. 


Let us decide on one or more concrete 
propositions and then instruct the War 
Memorial Committee to spend that thousand 
dollars on plans and specifications for those 
propositions. Then at the next Annual Town 
Meeting we can consider something definite, 
and we can adopt something definite. And 
whatever we adopt will be a suggestion from 
the town itself, and not a hired idea.

Baddhists Put Up Problem 


in Government. 


To most people it would appear, ac- 
cording to a Bombay paper, very nat- 
ural that the famous temple of Budh 
Gaya, the most sacred spot in all the 
world to the Buddhist, should be un- 
der their control. 

But it is not, and in recent years 
the Buddhist community has been car- 
rying on an agitation which has for 
its object the persuading of the gov- 
ernment to give them the right to man- 
age the temple In the interests of their 
faith. 

Ig there, in India, any temple which 
has associations with so many faiths 
as this beautiful structure in Gaya? 
The original building, not the present 
one, for this is of a comparatively 
modern period, was built over the 
place made sacred by the great teach- 
er Buddha, who here received that en- 
lightenment which was the basis of 
his future teaching, and today Bud- 
dhists come from all parts of the world 
to pay their homage at this shrine, 
There is something very impressive in 
the sight of some pious Buddhist who 
has made a journey of thousands of 
miles, along difficult roads, to rest 
his eyes on this sacred spot, every 
inch of which has been honored by the 
presence of the Buddha. 

But what is found when one passes 
inside the temple of Buddha? Here Is 
an image, but strange to say, it bears 
the “trident” mark, the emblem of 
Vishnu, and even more strange, the 
rites are performed by a Brahmin. 
Could anything be more incongruous? 
The plous Buddhist pilgrim places rev- 
erently his pleces of gold leaf on the 
sacred image of his Lord, but he must 
pay in his gift to the Brahmin priest 
who officiates. Nor is this all, for it 
is found that the Mahant or guardian 
of the Buddhist “Holy of Hollies” is a 
Mohammedan, and he can easily 
show his right to the post. 

How? By reference to a sanad 
granted to him by a “Christian” gov- 
ernment. Thus, these four faiths are 
associated in this central shrine of 
Buddhism, and it is not surprising that 
Buddhists resent the ownership being 
in the hands of others. The British 
government will doubtless give due con- 
sideration to the petitions which have 
been sent by representative Buddhist 
bodies.—Montreal Family Herald.

Criminals “Slip Up” 
in Laughable Ways 


Criminals have almost invariably a 
sense of humor that proves their hu- 
manity. They especially relish a 
laugh when it is on themselves, George 
§. Dougherty writes, in the Saturday 
Evening Post. 

A rope ladder thief had successfully 
finished one of his difficult jobs,. Fas- 
tening a rope ladder to a chimney on 
a roof, he had to climb down to a 
window below, force an _ entrance, 
climb up with his loot and make his 
getaway. 

Coming out of the door he saw his 
own shadow in the yard and was 80 
nervous that he fired at it, thereby 
bringing about his arrest. A mishap 
of that kind will cause great mirth in 
criminal circles.

Fertilizing Soils 
Ammonium nitrate performs an ex 
tremely useful function in fertilizing

nitrate is not the best fertilizer to use.

2 cups sugar 2 squares choco-

1 tbsp. corn sirup % tsp. vanilla 


Shave the chocolate so that it will 
melt more easily. Add the sugar, salt, 
milk, water and corn sirup. Cook, stir- 
ring until chocolate and sugar are 
melted, and then only occasionally to 
prevent burning, until the soft ball 
stage is reached, or a temperature of 
284 degrees Fahrenheit. Remove from 
fire and add the butter. Cool until 
almost lukewarm, 110 degrees, add fla- 
voring and beat vigorously until when 
a little is dropped from the spoon it 
will hold its shape. Pour into oiled 
tins and mark in squares. 

Cocoanut Candy. 


1 cup sugar 1 tsp. butter 

Ym cup evaporated 1-3 cup shredded 
milk cocoanut 

% cup water % tsp. vanilla 


Put butter into granite saucepan; 
when melted, add sugar, milk and wa- 
ter, and stir until sugar is dissolved. 
Heat to boiling, and cook to the soft 
ball stage. Remove from fire, add 
cocoanut and vanilla, cool to 110 de 
grees Fahrenheit and beat until 
creamy and mixture begins to sugar 
slightly around edge of pan. Pour in- 
to buttered pan and when cool mark 
in squares.

“Grenadier” 


A grenadier was originally a sol- 
dier whose special duty it was to 
throw hand grenades. Grenade Is 
from the French word for the eastern 
fruit, pomegranate, the small spher- 
ical explosive called grenade resem- 
bling the fruit in shape. Hand-gren- 
ades were used In the war in the Six- 
teenth century, but the word grenade 
was also from the first used to imply 
an explosive shell fired from a gun. 
These weapons were employed after 
1660 by special troops called grena- 
diers. They became obsolete in the 
Nineteenth century, but the Japanese 
returned to their use in the siege of 
Port Arthur in 1904. They contained 
high explosives and were found to be 
effective. They were also used in the 
trench warfare in northern France in 
the World war, but were generally 
called trench bombs.
